Mississippi Economic 
Council Approves 
Propesed Amendment 


The Mississipi Economie Coun- 
cil has gone on record as favor- 
ing the proposed constitutional 
amendment to be voted on Nov- 
ember 6, HCR No. 10, designed 
to tighten the collection of per- 
sonalty taxes on motor vehicles. 

Fred B. Smith of Ripley, pres 
ident of the MEC, said the Coun- 
cils board of directors voted 
in favor of the proposed amend- 
ment following a recommenda- 
tion by the organization’s public 
administration and taxatien com- 
mittee, headed by H. V. Watkins 
of Jackson. 

G. A. McKibben of Marks, for- 
mer chancery clerk, headed the 
smaller MEC committee making 
the original study on the subject. 

Under the proposed amendment 
the legislature would be allowed 
to change the tax assessment 
date on motor vehicles in order 
that personality taxes could be 
paid when license tags are sold... 

Under present laws, all person- 
al proprty, such as automobiles, 
goes on the tax rolls on January 
1, while license tags go on sale 
October ist. The present system 
results in a loss of tax revenue 
to countieg and cities estimated 
in the millions each year, tax-
